1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1/7/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Angell, Jr. et al do not teach a rotating impregnation 
device including heated rollers. Applicant further argues that the portion of Angell, Jr. et 
al that the examiner relies upon to teach heated rollers does not teach heated rollers. 
This argument is misplaced because it is clear from Angell, Jr. et al that the rollers are 
exposed to the heat used to maintain the tow in a molten condition. See col 4, Ins 42- 
48. Since the rollers are exposed to the heat, they are also heated. Thus, the exposure 
of the rollers of Angell, Jr. et al to the heat used to maintain the tov\^ in the molten 
condition constitutes a rotating impregnation device including heated rollers.
